Prince Albert, Saek., October 4.— 
With dissentions in their ranks and 
a heavy defeat staring them in the 
fuce, the “Provincial Righters’’ have 
thrown off the mask and stand array- 
ed in their true Conservative colors.

Acting on his advice, Bradshaw's 
supporters allowed themselves to be 
persuaded to invite Mr. Borden to 
eancel hia meeting for the twelfth and 
speak instead on the eve of the elec- 
tion. The Conservative leader has 
agreed to do so, and the skating rink 
and city hall have both been engaged 


for the occasion. The Liberals are 
not, alarmed at this change of — pro- 
gram, but, on the other hand, they 


are delighted that the whole claim of 
the so-called “previneial righters” to 
be a distinet patriotic party is stalti 
fied in public opinion by this remark- 
able departure. 

A Liberal says: “Borden cannot fail 
to lose the respect of many of his own 
supporters for thus ‘butting in’ in a 
purely provincial 
lowering to this dignity as the leader 
of a federal party and contrary to the 
spirit of the autonomy «ct He can 
not take refuge in any excuse that the 
night of the election was unsuitable 
for his meeting, for the polls close at 
5 p.m., and people will be more in a 
mocd for a meeting than usual At 
any rate the element of good taste 
ought to have intervened to prevent 
His being a party to an unstatesman- 
like arrangement.”

Macleod, October 3.—Hon. R. L 
Borden spoke here last night A 
large crowd gathered to hear him 
After the usual preliminary, Mr 
Borden took up the organization ol 
the Northwest Territories into the 


present provinces and the restoration | 


to provinces of all public lands. He 
claimed that the lands now under 
government control should be restor- 
ed to tha people. ‘The question of 
immigration into the west is more im- 
pertant to the provinces than all oi 
Canada and these lands should be re- 
stored. The rights of parties to the 
land already acquired by individuals 
and corporations should be settled on 
equitable basis.” The meetings he 
has held so far have been very en- 
thusiastic ones, showing the the peo- 
ple were ready and eager for a change 
of government, His next topic was 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. Three- 
fifths of the railroads of the world are 
owned by the state, he said, and 
Canada should own her roads. The 
people of Canada, under the amended 
agreement, pay nine-tenths of the 
money to build this road, and the 
Conservative party tried to get the 
government to assume also the other 
tenth and thus own the road and not 
to Allow the parties putting up the 
tenth to reap millions of dollars of 
profits in the increased value of 
stock as the years roll by. He ap- 
pealed to the people to repudiate a 
party so unjust in its methods.

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THE PREMIER'S 
TORONTO SPEECH 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s Forceful 
Address Before Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, premier of 
Canada, delivered an address before 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in Toronto last week, which had 
for its dominaant characteristics 


courage and a lofty outlook. In the 
speech he defined his conception of 
Canada’s relations with the mother 
Jand and other nations. His text 
was in a manner supplied by Mr. G. 
T. Blackstock, who in an able speech, 
eloquently delivered, in proposing the 
toast of “Canada and the Empire,” 
spoke of the advantages which fol- 
lowed from Canada’s connection with 
the empire, and pleaded for a truer 
recognition of the responsibilities that 
accompanied these advantages, and 
in particular suggested that the time 
had come when the Dominion might 
make a reasonable contribution to the 
burdens of empire. His plea was-for 
a finer enthusiasm, for a broader and 
more generous patriotism, for a loftier 
conception of Imperial duty. 
Different Conceptions of Empire. 
The, Prime Minister, inp his reply to 
the toast described Mr. Blackstock’s 
conception of Canada’s position as 
the Roman conception of unity of or 
ganization. ‘My conception,” he de- 
-clared in ringing tones, “is the true 
British conception of individuality of 
communities.” Enlarging on this 
point, he claimed that Canada had 
attained full rank as a aiion, and 
that the relations between the United 
Kingdom and the Dominion were the 
relations of governments and govern- 
ments, a principle that had been 
affirmed at the recent colonial confer- 
; relations 


ence. So far as military 

were concerned, the motto of Canada 
was Imperial unity but local auto- 
nomy. In time of need the blood 
and treasure of every Canadian 
would be at the command of the 


King, but in time of peace he held 
that they should follow their own in- 
stincts and not be drawn into the 
vortex of kuropean militarism. 
With regard to their commercial re- 
lations, he claimed that the policy of 
preference to Great Britain had been 
reasonably successful, For his own 
part he would prefer universal free 
trade in the British Empire, but 
Canada did not want it, and neither 
did Australia nor Great Britain. 
Canada in Diplomacy. 
Perhaps the most impressive part 
of Sir Wilfrid’s speech, which 
throughout was followed with intense 
interest, was that dealing with 
‘Canada’s diplomatic relations. With 
a frankness that spoke of conviction, 
he commented in somewhat severe 
terms upon the results which had 
generally followed the efforts of Bri- 
tish diplomats, particularly in regard 
to Canada’s American  felations. 
“The record of the diplomats of Great 
Britain, in so far as Canada is con- 


cerned, has been,’’ he declared, ‘a 
record of sacrifice.”’” In these cireum- 
stances, he proceeded, it had been 


thought better to attend to their own 
interests, and he alluded to the con- 
clusion of the treaty with France as an 
illustration of what could be accom- 
plished, Finally he touched on_ the 
Japanese question, He pointed out 
that Canada was only beginning to 
reap the benefit of the treaty, and 
then in a fine passage, which evoked 
loud cheers, he declared, “‘To de- 
nounce it now would be simply panic, 
and for my. part I am not disposed, 
whether in this er any other action, 
to act in panic.”” They needed time 
to inquire and reflect, and if need be 
a commission might have to be ap- 
pointed to make the necessary in- 
quiry. There was all the less in- 
clination to annul the treaty because 
they were in hopes of establishing the 
“all-red” route. Difficulties, he ad- 
mitted, they had had and difficulties 
they would have, but they would be 
overcome and the project would sue- 
ceed, 
Sir Wilfrid’s Speech. 

“Mr. President, Mr, Chairman, Sir 
William Clark, and gentlemen,—It is 
now many years since it was my 
privilege to sit at the board, the hos- 
pitable board, of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association. Years come 
and years go, but the annual banquet 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is a fixture; it has become a 
permanent institution, (Applause.) 
It has been my privilege again and 
again to be invited to your banquets, 
but it has so happened that of late 
years circumstances have always 
arisen which have compelled nie to 
postpone the pleasure of acceptance 
This year, however, | made up my 
mind that if the Canadian Manulae- 
turers’ Association should again in- 
vite me to their board no other en- 
gayement, nothing in human control, 
should prevent me from accepting it. 
Nothing should prevent me taking 
their food, tasting their With aud en- 
joying their company. (Applause.) 
If I am permitted to speak my own 
mind, | would say there was a fur- 
ther inducement in the fact that the 
annunl meeting and banquet of the 
Canadian manufacturers in this year 
1907 were taking place in the city of 
Toronto. Gentlemen, | am an ad- 
miver ot the city ot Toronto! | am in- 
deed a lover of this city, Perhaps 
there may be some amongst you who 
will be surprised at what I say. 
( Laughter.) But, gentlemen, there 
should be no cause for surprise It 
may be true that some one might 
think I should apply in this regard 
the remark of the Irishman, who, 
when he was urged to remember pos- 
terity, answered, ‘What las posterity 
done for me?’ and that I should 
observe ‘What has Toronto done for 
me? (Laughter.) But, gentiemen, 
my sentiment does not spring from 
such a source at all It is a fact 
which is universally recognized that 
the heart of the mother goes out with 
strongest emotion to the wayward son 
(Laughter.) In this you have the 
reasons for my love for Toronto I 
may have wished and endeavored to 
gather my children, even as a hen en- 
deavors to gather her chickens under 


her wing. But Toronto woald not let 
me do so. (Renewed laughter.) 
He Still Loves Toronto. 

“However, notwithstanding that ob- 
durate resistance to grace, | am still 
a lover of this great city of Toronto. 
She is the most hospitable of all 
cities. The visitor within her boun- 
daries is always sure to find in’ the 
city of Toronto a generous: and cor- 
dial weleome. Her j 
cellent, her public buildings spacious 
and lofty, her streets are well kept. 
her private houses are mansions, het 
merchants are princes, her people 
are proud and patriotic, according to 
their lights. (Applause and laugh- 
ter.) They are, I might be permitted 
to say, far from the lights IT would en- 
joy and approve of. (Renewed laugh- 
ter.) IT am not, however, so unfair 
and unjust as to hold Toronto res- 
ponsible for that, It may be — that 
the mists of the lake are to blame, 
but I have in my heart the feeling 
that this great city is to be permeat- 
ed by a new light. 
To every city, as well as to every 
man, comes some day the hour and 
the opportunity of success. The hour 
and the moment, the moment and the 
opportunity, have come at last to 
Canada. Oanada is no longer ob- 
seured and eclipsed by her powerful 
neighbor. Canada has at last emerg- 
ed in the full flood of her light. The 
great American star is no longer the 
great attraction to the world. 


Canadian Orb High in Sky. 3 
“The Canadian orb is now high in 


the sky, and towards that orb turn 
the attention, the hopes, and the ex- 
pectations of the people in other 


lands, who, not being satisfied with 
their own lot, are seeking fields where 


they will find full scope for their 
ambition and their courage (Ap- 
plause.) Sir, the toast which we 
have just hononed is the toast of 


Canada and the empire, and it has 
been proposed in very felicitous terms 
by my friend Mr. Blackstock I do 
not know that I agree in everything 
that has been said by Mr. Black- 
stock, but this is a free country, and 
we an? accustomed to speak our mind, 
I approve altogether Mr. Blackstock 
for having spoken his own views. 
Perhaps you will permit me also to 
speak mine. (Hear, hear.) 

“My conception of the British em- 
pire is not the conception of Mr. 
Blackstock, if he will permit me to 
sav so as a friend and agree to dis- 
agree on some points. If I have 
understood Mr. Blackstock aright, 
his conception of the British empire 
is rather the Roman idea of unity of 
organization. 

An Individuality of Communities. 

.““My conception is the true British 
cone»ption of individuality of com- 
munities, (Applause.) Today Canada 
is a part of the British empire, boast- 
ing of its loyalty to the crown, and 
has attained the full rank of a nNa- 
tion—a nation without any revolu- 
tion, a nation without any breaking 
of the old traditions, a nation without 
an ‘impairment of that loyalty to the 
British crown, which is ever true to 
every Canadian here. That has been 
the result of the conference to which 
my friend Mr. Blackstock alluded a 
moment ago, where in, the presence 
of the Prime Minister of England, in 
the presence of all the prime minis- 
ters of those self-governing dominions, 
it was asserted and affirmed without 
a dissenting voice that the relations 
between the United Kingdom and the 
dominions beyond the seas were rela- 
tions of governments and = govern- 
ments—(hear, hear)—that whilst all 
acknowledged the same allegiance to 
the same sovereign, still all were on 
a footing of equality, (App!ause,) 
Such being the case, that all the 
communities which now make the Bri- 
tish empire are on a _ footing of 
equality, the question at once arose, 
what were to be the relations between 
all parts of the empire on questions 
military, on questions commercial, or 
questions diplomatic? On questions 
military there were many who be- 
lieved that we should have unity of 
organization. For my part my be- 
lief is that upon tnis question and 
upon all questions the motto is im- 
perial unity but local autonomy, 
(Applause.) We claim that we 
should have our own military or- 
ganization. There is no doubt what- 
ever that when England was in dan- 
ger some few years ago, at the time of 
the Transvaal war, the Canadian peo- 
ple were ready to give their 
treasure and their blood for the 
help of the motherland But to my 
mind it is a very different thing for 
the Canadiar people to come forward 
at a moment of emergency, and the 
Canadian people se giving to be part 
of the organization of England, as a 
part of the community of Europe, 
What is the condition of Europe to- 
day ? The condition of Europe today 
is an armed peace, almost as intol- 
erable as war itself, There is an old 
Greek degend which my iriend Mr 
Blackstock knows better than I do. A 
citizen of Syracuse by the name of 
Damocles wag invited to dinner at 
a certain time, and after being seat- 
ed at a table and looking above saw 
over his head a naked sword suspend- 
ed by a single horsehair. 

4. Naked Sword Overhead, 

“That is a legend. It is the living 
reality of this day. It is the reafity 
of the nations of Europe, Every one 
of them has over its bead a naked 
sword, suspended by a hair, by a very 
slender thread which might be broken 
at any moment, The thought of every 
nation in Kurope is of war. The chief 
part of the revenue of every uation in 


Europe is consecrated to war. But we 
live on a continent where we never 
think of war. (Hear, hgar.) We live 


on a continent where We have no 
standing armies, and we are satisfied 
either on the one side of the land wor 
on the other to depend ior our defence 
upon a citizen militia. In time of 
need the blood and treasure of every 
Canadian would be at the command of 


the King, but in time of peace | 
claim that we should follow our own 
instinets, follow our own ideas, and 


not be drawn into the vortex of Ku- 
ropean militarism, (Applause,) 
“This was the condition, so far as 
our military relations were concern- 
ed What about our commer- 
cial relations? Well, I approach 
this subject with some — diffi- 
dence, speaking as I do before an 
assembly of commercial men, of man. 
ufacturers, Rome few years ago, some 
ten years ago, we adopted a policy of 


uarters are 6x 


preference to Great Britain, and af- 
ter an experience of ten years I do 
not believe there will be anybody in 
this audience to find fault with it. 


(Applause.) It has carried with it its 
own success. It has not perhaps ac- 
complished everything that might 


have been expected from it, but I 
have yet to know that any human in- 
stitution is perfect. I have yet to 
know that any device of man can 
crary with it everything that is ex- 
pected of it. But on the whole 1 claim 
that it has bene reasonably satisfac- 
tory and successful, At all events, 
though that policy has been jeercd at, 
sometimes laughed at, it has never 
been open to challenge. 


Not Ready for Free Trade. 


“Tf IT had my own way in this mat- 
ter IT am afraid I would have a differ- 
ent organization of the British Em- 
pire. [ would have universal free 
trade in the British Empire. But 
fgainst it there are these chief objee- 
tions: Canada does not want it, Aus- 
tralia does not want it. Great Brit- 
ain does not want it, 

“Great Britain is not ready to re- 
ceive it, and, therefore, we cannot 
possibly trouble about it, Great 
Britian will not limit her free trade, 
even within the boundaries of the 
British Empire. Canada will not 
have it because she is not prepared 
for free trade, even in the British 
Empire; but what Canada is prepared 
to consider is reciprocity within the 
Biitish Empire, This is the thing 
we are ready for in this country, but 
this is the thing that they are not 
ready for in the motherland. On my 
part, whilst we don’t want to be in- 
terfered with in our domestic and 
fiscal policy by the people of Great 
Britain, so we will not attempt to die- 
tate to the people of Great Britain. 
(Cheers.) Let us have freedom of ail, 
whatever may be the difficulties of the 
position, and at least maintain the 
policy which has been so successful 
in the last ten years, 

Canada’s Diplomatic Relations. 

“There is another point in our rela 
tions, our diplomatic relations. How 
are these to be regulated? Up to the 
present the diplomatic relations of 
Canada with other countries on all 
subjects in so far as Canada is con- 
cerned have been in the hands of the 
diplomats of Great Britain, particu- 
larly in regard to our American rela- 
tions, But we have learned by long 
experience that those diplomatic re- 
lations, so long as they have been 
carried on by British diplomats, are 
not so suecessful as we have thought 
they ought to be. (Cheers.) We have 
long harbored this opinion in this 
eountry that those diplomatic rela- 
tions would be better carried out if 
they were in our own hands. So far 
as that is concerned, it is not that 
we have not the highest regard for 
the diplomats of Great Britain. On 
the contrary we have the highest re- 
gard for them, for in that, as in every 


branch of the service, it is in the 
hands of men competent and able, 
But in our experience it has been 


thought that not only in affairs of 
state, but in private affairs also, less 
able men will do better when. the 
heart is engaged in the business than 
by more able men who perfunctorily 
perform their duties, 

Canadian Interests Sacrificed. 


“We take the record of the diplo- 
mats of Great Britain, in so far as 
Canada is concerned, and the record 
is a record of a repetition of the sae- 
rifice of Canadian interests, (Cheers.) 
We have suffered on the Atlantic; we 
have suffered on the Pacific; we have 
suffered on the Great Lakes; we have 
suffered wherever there has been a 
question discussed between British 
diplomatists and foreign diplomats, 
and we have come at last to the opin- 
ion ‘on this poiat that in our rela- 
tions with foreign countries it would 
be better to attend to our business 
ourselves. It has long and long been 
the desire, if I mistake not, of the 
Canadian people that we should be 
entrusted with the negotiations of our 
own treaties, especially in regard to 
ecommerce, Well, this long-looked for 
reform has come to be a live reality. 
(Cheers,) As I said to you a moment 
age, without revolution, without any 
breaking of the old traditions, with- 
out any impairment of our allegiance, 
the time has come when Canadian in- 
terests are entrusted to Canadians, 
and just within the last week a trea- 
ty has been concluded with France, 
a treaty which appeals to Canada 
alone, and which has been negotiated 
by Canadians alone, (Cheers.) True, 
it has been done with the whole as- 
sent of the British Crown, and with 
the assent of the Foreign Office. The 
Foreign Office interposed no objee- 
tion dt all; but, on the contrary, the 
Foreign Office told us, ‘This is a mat- 
terwhich chiefly concerns yourselves; 
take the matter in your own hands, 
The treaty has been completed, It 
is not for me to say what it is, but I 
think that I can say it will be found 
reasonably satisiactory to the pro- 
ducers of Canada, to the farmers of 
Canada, and to the manufacturers of 
Canada, also. (Cheers.) 

The Treaty With Japan. 

“Sir, we have also another treaty 
which was negotiated some years ago 
by British diplomats, negotiated with 
the full asseut and request of the Can- 
adian government, I mean the treaty 
with Japan, When we came into of. 
fice some fifteen years ago=the pres- 
ent Government, [ mean—we found 
a treaty had been negotiated between 
Great Britain and Japan Its pur- 
pose was in the interests of commerce 
We had a chance at the moment to 
beeome a party to it, but we did not 
become a party to it because of the 
difficulty that we met in one section 
of the community on the Pacilic coast 
in so far as labor was concerned. But 
in the year 1905 and 1906 after the war 
between Japan and Russia, and after 
the couquest of Corea by Japan, we 
thought that the time had come when 


we might become a party to that 
treaty, especialy as Japan had just 
passed a law restricting its immigra- 
tion to foreign countries The Am- 
erieans are our competitors in the Jap. 
anese market, as they are in other 


countries. They had the benefit of a 
treaty which gave them a very great 
advantage in the markets of Japan 
Our business men, the manufacturers 
and producers of Canada, thought that 
we should be placed on a footing of

equality with our American competi- 
tors. Therefore, we concluded that 
treaty. 

“We did it especially at that mo- 
ment because Japan had indicated 
her intention of restricting immigra- 
tion to foreign shores, and especially 
to the shores of Canada. Since that 
treaty has been in operation it has 
been of some advantage to the manu- 
facturers of Canada, Our trade hae 
increased and the farmers and manu- 
facturers have got the advantage of 
it. 

Panic to Denounce Treaty, 

“But some difficulty has arisen on 
the shores of British Columbia be- 
cause there has been a greater. influx 
than before of Japanese immigrants. 
What are we going to do under such 
creumstances?’ A section of the 
people in Winnipeg have called upon 
the British Government to annul the 
treaty, Well, the treaty has been in 
operation only two years. We are 
just commencing to reap the benefit, 
and to denounce it would be simply 
panic, (Cheers,) And for my part 
I am not disposed, whether in this or 
any other action, to act in a panic. 
(Hear, hear.) I want to look about, 
to inquire, to reflect, before | make 
up my mind, and it behooves the Can- 
adian Government under such cir- 
cumstances, under the difficulty which 
had arisen, to contemplate, to inquire, 
to reflect and to see the best course to 
follow in the interests of the Can- 
adian people. To at once, without in- 
quiry, denounce the treaty would, in 
my humble judgment, not be plaving 
the part of responsible men. (Cheers) 
It shall be the duty of the Canadian 
Government under such circumstances 
to reflect, to inquire, and, if need be, 
to send a commission tor more infor- 
mation, and to form their conclusions 
upon the conditions which they find, 
and be able te cre a deliberate judg- 
ment. (Cheers.) 

“There is all the less inclination on 
ithe part of the Canadian Government 
to annul that treaty because we are 
in hope of establishing what is cal- 
led the ‘all-red line.’ It is a new pro- 
ject, which wag launched at the Iast 
coonference, to have a line of connec- 
tion between England and the Orient 
—not only to Japan but to China and 
Australia, which is a British country, 
and which would pass over the terri- 
tory of Canada. 

No Thought of Failure. 

“Nature has made the Canadian 
route the shortest route between Eur- 
ope and the Orient, It is true that we 
are laboring under great difficulties 
We have to compete with our formid- 
able neighbors to the south, But 
these difficulties, though great, are not 


such as to deter us from the goal 
(Applause,) [ fally believe, for my 
part that this project, when accom- 


plished, and accomplished it must and 
will be—(applause)—will prove of the 
greatest possible advantage to Can- 
ada at large, to Ontario, and to Que- 
bee, but sti) more to the Maritime 
provinces, and to that province on the 
Pacific, British Columbia. (Renewed 
applause.) We must succeed in that. 
Canada cannot do it alene. We must 
have the assistance of the motherland 
in this. I say, as I said a moment 
ago, that we do not want to nor will 
We dictate to the people of Great 
Britain; we do not want to arrogate 
to ourselves the power to say to them, 
‘You must do this.’ But when I re- 
flect at this moment upon the faet 
that the greatest ship in the world, 
the Lusitania, has been built with 
British money, when I recall that the 
Cunard line has received a heavy sub- 
sidy to build a line of steamers plying 
between Liverpool and New York, my 
hope runs high. I do not begrudg 
what has been done in that saan 
or what may be done in the future to 
cultivate better relations with our 
neigh bors In the great nations of the 
south. The better and _ friendlier 
the relations between Great Britain 


and ‘the United States, for my part 
the better pleased I will be. (Ap- 
plause.) I want to have nothing but 


the friendliest relations with our 
neighbors; but may [ not say this: if 
the British people, the British parlia- 
ment, and the British government 
have taken money out of the treasury 
of Britain in order to build a line be- 
tween Great Britain and a foreign 
country, can we not expect that the 
British people, the British parliament 
and the Brtish gevernment will do as 
much for a line of steamers between 
British territory and British territory? 
(Prolonged applause.) I have, I re- 
peat, no intention, and Canada has 
no intention, of dictating to the people 
of Great Britain; but we may surely 
ask them if they will not do as much 
for those of their own kith and kin 
as for those who were at one time their 
kith and kin, but who have severed 
their allegiance (Applause.) 
Trade the Peace-maker. 

“We have here a poliey which will 
bind together the British empire far 
more closely than armies and navies 
it is a policy of trade and commerc: 


b notice that Mr, Blackstock quoted 
from Oliver Goldsmith the words, 
‘Honor sinks where commerce long 
prevails.’ 

“Well, I do not harbor that senti- | 
ent. I would rather believe that | 
honor will arise where commerce will 
prevail—(renewed applause)—for after 
all what is there to bind people aie 


potent than the interests of commerce? 
Let two meu trade together and they 
will be inends; let two nations trad 


together and they also will be friends, 
Let the policy of trade and commerce 
prevail and we shall have peace in 
the world as never before. It is be- 
cause this principle hee been forgot- 
ten in the past that we have had wars, 
But the moment that commerce arises 


among the nations peace and honor 
will arise, (Applause.) With regard 
to the all-red line project T do not
